Training Staff 

The builders of the new unit 
are the Champion Paper and 
Fiber Company of Canton, North 
Carolina, who, in addition to 
helping finance it, are also sup- 
plying the know-how for its oper- 
ation. Champion is planning to 
send twenty technicians to the 
new installation to help operate 
the plant for a period of time 
from a year to eighteen months, 
until the Brazilian staff is trained 
to run it in accordance with 
Champion standards. 

Because Mogi Guacu is about 
eighty miles inland from the city 
of Sao Paulo and is best reached 
by Federal Road Br-33 through 
Campinas and then north, in the 
eastern forest ranges of the 
State, it was felt best to include 
an educational program in order 
to help the visitors to Brazil to 
adjust more quickly to their new 
environment.

‘Day of Martyr 
Of Independence’ 


Nicknamed “Toothpuller,”

A Lover of Liberty 


Brazil is about to celebrate one | 


of her national holidays, Tira- 
dentes Day or the Day of the 
Martyr of the Independence, 
which falls on April 21. 
Tiradentes is the nickname 
given José Joaquim da _ Silva 


Xavier, the martyr of the unsuc- 
cessful revolution of 1789. The 
nickname means “tooth puller” 
and was bestowed upon Xavier, a 
young ensign in the cavalry, be- 
cause for some time he had prac- 
tised dentistry. 
Took Place in Minas 

The incident commemorated on 
Tiradentes Day was an uprising 
in Minas Gerais, where a group 
of students had returned from 
Europe filled with the ideals of 
the American and the French 
Revolutions. These young men 
dreamed of independence from 
Portugal and of proclaiming a 
republic for Brazil. 

One of the most ardent of the 
idealists, Tiradentes was stationed 
at Vila Rica, Minas Gerais, where 
he surrounded himself with a 
group of priests, students, poets 
and even a few of his superior 
officers to oppose the many 
heavy taxes which were levied by 
the Portuguese captaincies. They 
did not doubt that the other cap- 
taincies would follow their lead 
and revolt against Portugal. 

Miners Active 

The miners of Minas Gerais 
were moved to throw off Portu- 
guese rule by the campaign then 
in progress to collect a fifth of 
the product of the mines as taxes.

The town of Ouro Preto, the old city of Vila Rica, State

in Brazil since early days. This interesting photograph shows how carefully the early monuments of the 
town have been preserved. In the late nineteenth century a North American traveler, Mrs. Marie Robin- 
son Wright, visited Ouro Preto and penned these words as she gazed upon the scene above: 
cipal public square, appropriately named Praca da Independéncia, stands a marble column, surmounted 
by a statue of the martyred Tiradentes, commemorating the execution of the patriot; the pedestal of 
the monument is the original stone which was used as a pillory for the condemned, and to which he was 
bound when publicly scourged upon the very spot now marked by the splendid column . . .

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Many Sponsors Needed 

In Brazil among Brazilians 
and among foreign concerns do- 
ing business in the country and in 
the United States, this Museum 
has found its friends and spon- 
sors. Individuals and firms have 
recorded their interest in making 
this enterprise flourish by their 
contributions. Plaques in the Mu- 
seum itself give evidence of their 
helpfulness. Rooms, halls and 
even the theatre can bear the 
names of their sponsors. 

An organization has_ been 
formed in New York called the 
Friends of the Modern Art Mu- 
seum of Rio de Janeiro to raise 
funds to enable the Museum to 
carry out its plans. The initial 
meeting, held late in 1957, was 





addressed by Sra. Niomar Moniz 
Sodré, organizer and prime mover 
in the formation of the Museum 
as an idea and as an actuality. 


Facts Given 

To visualize the scope of the 
physical plant and grounds of the 
Museum, these figures are useful. 
The total land area to be used 
is 430,000 square feet, of which 
388,000 square feet will be en- 
closed in building space. The total 
cost of building is estimated at 
US$8,500,000. At the beginning 
of 1958, US$4,000,000 had already 
been subscribed by a_ present 
membership of 6,123. The current 
need financially is to raise the re- 
maining US$4,500,000. The second 
of the three buildings has been

started; the first is ready for oc- 
cupancy. 

The rapid rate of progress in 
the conception and execution of 
the idea of the Museu de Arte 
Moderna de Rio de Janeiro is the 
direct result of the dynamic en- 
thusiasm and energy of Sra. 
Moniz Sodré. Few museums have 
been created in five years’ time, 
but with Sra. Moniz Sodré noth- 
ing is impossible. 


How It Began 

In the course of her travels in 
the 1940’s, the vivacious Sra. 
Moniz Sodré acquired a distin- 
guished private collection of mod- 
ern art. At that time, she recalls, 
not even Cézanne or van Gogh 
were known in Rio. T}. lack of 





twentieth-century art in her home 
city was only too evident to her 
and she began to think of pub- 
lishing a magazine on modern 
art. 

It was in 1950 that this woman 
with an idea decided upon a mu- 
seum with the hemisphere as its 
scope and a vital relationship to 
the community as its cultural tie. 
It is she who is the executive di- 
rector of the Museum. The other 
members of the board of directors 
are Srs. Mauricio Nabuco, presi- 
dent; Joao Carlos Vital, first vice 
Aloysio de _ Salles, 
second vice president; Carmen 
Portinho, assistant executive; 
Henrique E. Mindlin, secretary; 
and Nelson Faria Baptista, treas-

Beginnings 

It is worth noting here that the 
impetus toward commercial refri- 
geration on a world-wide scale 
was given by a Brazilian, Ireneu 
Evangelista de Sousa, Barao 
Maua. This prodigious industrial- 
ist of the early nineteenth cen- 
tury became interested in expand- 
ing the cattle industry by finding 
a better way to preserve meat. 

He advertised the offer of a 
prize in London and Paris news- 
papers to anyone who could come 
forth with an idea by which 
slaughtered beef could be kept 
for long periods until desired for 
consumption. An Englishman won 
the prize by suggesting keeping 
the meat under refrigeration. 

New Additions 

To the present producers of 
refrigerators in Brazil 
new firms are now to be added. 
The Admiral Corporation of 
Chicago is joining with the Socie- 
dade de Comércio e Refrigeracao 
Springer to manufacture refri- 
geration products. Whirlpool Cor- 
poration is joining with Sears do 
Brasil and Brasmotor to form a 
Cr$450,000,000 corporation.

North of Ilhéus 

Marau is at the base of a penin- 
sula and lies about seventy-five 
kilometers north of Ilhéus, the 
great cocoa port, and about one 
hundred and eighty kilometers 
by sea south of the port of Sal- 
vador. By land, the distance be- 
tween Marat’ and Salvador is 
more like three hundred kilo- 
meters. 

The Governor of the State of 
Bahia has taken over the land 
in the peninsula of Marau for 
the public use in order to locate 
there a large sea port with rail- 
way and highway terminals. Since 
the area around Maraut is rela- 
tively undeveloped, very few 
people and structures will have 
to be displaced by this action. 


Deep Channel Port 

In the future Marau will serve 
as the maritime port for Brasilia, 
but within four years the Federal 
Government has engaged to con- 
struct a new port here which 
will be in condition to receive 
ships of the heaviest draft. 

Bahia is a state which is rich 
in natural resources. Its inherent 
riches were what first attracted 
the intrepid navigators who 
braved the Atlantic to settle in 
Brazil. Four of the original cap- 
taincies granted by the Portu- 
guese crown were within the con- 
fines of the States of Bahia. 

The promise of an abundance 
of electrical energy will assure 
the economic development of the 
State of Bahia. In 1957 there was 
a substantial increase in electrical 
energy consumption, estimated at 
11 per cent over 1956. The num- 


ber of customers added raised 
the roll six per cent.
